friend, and always boasted of the doctor 
as his protege. 


Dc. Peters was on. the seaffold at 
Cfa^leston when John Brown, of civil 
war fame, was hung, and was one of 
the government physicians to pass ui>on 
his death. 


The doctor tasted, touched and loved 
liquor. Step by step he descended the 
ladder of fame till he was reduced to a 
traveling physician. He was calculated 
to grace his profession, but^like many a 
bright man before him, he fell.

Mr. Pleasants, 
Fields, Ifr. Shambau^, Mr. Adams 
and others opposed the biU for various 
reasons. Mr. McGhmiey, the author of 
the measure, supported it faithfully, but 
the objections poured in from all sides. 
He took the bill and read it section by 
section, explaining obscure passages and 
answering questions. There was a gen 
end feeling that the measure would af- 
fect every farmer in the state and many 
other persons, and that there might be 
an (^portunity for much spite work in 
its operation f^ould it beoome a law. 
Thé vote was called for. 


Mr. Kelley in explaining his vote, made 
one of the most remarkable speeches 
on record in English. He said that 
"Because of geologic movements in the 
shape qf (^clones, the breaking of rocks, 
the gorging 
ice, the will of Almighty 
Qod, and other acts of the earth, accord- 
ing to its constitution," it would mani- 
festly be unfair to require a man to keep 
the streams clear at his own expense, 
Besides it was unconstitutional, he was 
satisfied.
